To His JVorship the Mayor and Muni-

GENTLEMEN:-tIn reporting oh the 
conclition of the'Viotoria Water Workis 
1. find tho task in some- respects ratlior 
delicate, inasmuch as I am nbligod to 
question tho correctiioss of Mr. Bulklcy'a 
estimate as regards tiio quantity of water 
that can bo drawn from lilk Lako for tho 
jupply of tho City. In Mr. Bulklcy's re- 
port pugo 13 ho says the head of water at 
Elk Lake is one hundred (100) foot above 
die level of discharge in Victoria. It fol- 
lows that he could not h.ave intended to 
jupply water to a higher elevation than 
Pandora street, opposite Cook street; if 
;S6 did not then hia calculation is correct, 
that is if the main conduit pipe had been 
otirried to that point. But I submit that 
rho water was brought from Elk Lake for 
tho supply of the whole City, and to sup- 
ply tho City with water through the 
mains to the elevation they,)|re.now laid, 
the water from Elk Lakefmust bo dis- 
charged in tho City at a pressure equal 
to fifty (60) pounds to the square inch, 
opponito the City Hall, or at an elevation 
equal to one hundred and sixty seven 
(167) feet above high wute:" mark leaving 
twenty five (25) feet of head available 
for the supply of tho quantity required; 
and in estimating tho quantity of water 
that can bo delivered in the City the 
available head above the level of dis- 
charge is twenty fivo (25) feet instead of 
one hundred (100) on which Mr, Bulkloy 
based his calculations for a nine (9) inch 
pipe. Fortunately the main conduit pipe 
18 twelve (12) inches in diameter, and ac- 
cording to Beardniore's formula, assuin- 
mp the water of Elk Lake to bo twenty- 
five (25) feet above the level of discharge 
•<n the City and the length of the pipe 
31,680 feet, it will give a theoretical de- 
livery of twenty-five thousand three hun- 
dred and fifty (25,350) gallons per hour, 
equivalent .to, a supply for say twelve 
thousand (12,000) inhabitainta, dra\mg 
direct fromElk Lako, allowing twenty-five

gallons per head per . day. But f kno>v 
you-will understand mo when I say that 
the average Hcrvico pipo, one half-inch in 
dip.motcr, running continually, and I may 
say that is tho usual practice during the 
surnroer months, will discharge five tho^r 
and (5000) gallons per day, which should 
supply at above rate two liundrod (200) 
inhabitants. I am obliged to refer to Mr. 
Bulkley's report for tho following reasons: 
I find in that report, page 16, when 
speaking of tho quantity of water stored 
in Elk Liko, tho following extract; "We 
should then havo a reservoir stored- with 
an unlimited supply of good water, and 
means for distributing it throughout the 
city," and I suppose that gave rise to tho 
general impression which I find prevailing 
in tho city, that an unlimited quantity of 
water can be drawn from Elk I^ke, and 
that by lotting the taps run day and ni^ht 
the water is improved in qusdity, but by 
doing so there is more water drawn and 
wasted than tho main conduit pipe is able 
to deliver in tho city and maintain a suf- 
ficient pressure to rise to the higher levels 
of the city, so that during last summer 
those living in tho lower levels of tho city 
were actually wasting tho water whilo tho 
people living in tho higher levels could 
not get a drop. The only practical 
remedy for that evil, and I cannot too 
strongly recommend it, is to follow tho 
examples of other cities, and extend the 
main pipe to a sufiSciont elevation and 
discharge into a reservoir sufficiently 
largo to contain, at least, throe (3) days 
supply, without which tho oity is not safe 
tor a single day, as a break is vciy liable 
to occur in tho main at any time, leaving 
i/he city without water to arrest a. conflag- 
ration, and at such times the incendiary is 
always ready to do his work, besides tho 
inconvenience to the city generally by 
having the water shut off without tho 
alighest warning. As regards tho quality 
of the water I see no reason why a very 
fair quality cannot be obtained from the 
present souice with proper filtoraf;e, but 
irom some unexplained cause tho filter 
oeds have been filled up with unwasliod 
clay gravel, arid sayitig nothing of the 
oad elfects of drawing water for domestic 
purposes through a bed of that description 
the clay has been carried by tho water 
passing through the beds and deposited 
on tho interior of the pipes, in instances 
chat caa be seen to the thickness of ono- 
iittlf inch, causing serious injury to the 
imall mains in the city, , and I am now 
dttiiig the blank ends :of all ^he^niains in 
he city, so th'at'th(^'can*be 'fliished ano 
kept clear, fcli expect some ' difllculty in 
.getting them olear; but after that is done, 
and clean water put into them, I see no 
reason why it should riot come out clear, 
DutI do not expect to get clear water from 
the present filter beds. There are at least 
ono hundred and ^fifty (150) cubic yards 
of sand now ready to bo washed, and ap- 
pliances have been erected to enable the 
man in charge of tho filter bods to wash 
it as soon as tho weather permits. I 
expect to have it ready to put in tho beds 
as soon as the centre wall is rebuilt whioli 
is, as you are aware, in a very dangerous 
condition. " ' ; '- ' ^ ' 

My principal object in this report is to 
show that tho main conduit pipo, as it is 
now laid, is not able to supply tho quant- 
ity that is drawn from it during the sum- 
mer mouths and maintain at the same 
time a sufficient pressuro to deliver water 
through the small distributing pipes to 
the elevation that they are now laid in the 
city, and I would suggest that somo re-I 
strictions be put upon the quantity usedi' 
so as to enable the quantity required for 
actual use to be brought within the reach 
of all until the main conduct pipe is ex-^ 
tended and connected,to , a distributing 
reservoir and then I have rib doubt there 
willbo plenty of watorfor all purposes. 

In conclusion I may also add that al- 
though many applications havo been made 
for extension of mains if there wero 
no other reasons why the applica- 
tions could notbo granted, from thef act that 
there was not sufficient water last sum- 
mer, (and there havo been twenty-fixe (26) 
aervicea connected, and^|l5fS|i|him«od 
(700) foot of two (2^ inch'miff^lai'd "dur- 
ing the laat four (4) months), you will see 
that at tho same rato of consumption 
there will not be sufficient water to sup- 
ply the mains that arc already laid next 
summer. I may also say that, having 
only had charge of tho works since Sep- 
tember Ist, I am prevented from giving 
you a moro detailed statement.

(Berorc Mr. Justice Oray.] 

■ ' ^Tuesday, .March 23. 

JT7DGMENT. 

Bu-dtvig VS. Hoey et al — 

This is an appf.ication for a roviow of 
taxation of costs. It is important as 
affecting the allowance of mileage and 
foes to the sheriff, with tho mode of ser- 
vice and return of process, other than in 
cases of ball or execution. 

In October last the plaintiff sued out J n 
summons against defendants, who resided, 
as stated and admitted . by Counsel on 
both aides, at or in the vicinity of Lillooot 
on the Mainland, and in .the auramons 
were described as " of Lillooot." It was 
sent to tlie Sheriff of New Westminster. 

In November the Sheriff sends back 
the summons to MMsrs., Drake & Jack- 
son, the plaintiff's attorneys, with the 
following memorandum endorsed there- 
on: — 

"This writ was served personally on 
Richard and Thomas Hoey this Thursday, 
the 16th day of October, A. D., 1879, by 
mo, B. D. Ballard. Dated this 18th day 
of October, A. D., 1879. 

" B. D. Ballabd, 
"Agents for Sheriff. 
" Declared before me at Clinton, Octo- 
ber 18th, 1879. 

"F. W. FOSTBR, J.P." 
In his note enclosing the; writ to tho 
plaintiffs' attorneys the Sheriff sends his 
charges for service : — 
Receipting two writs. . 50 
Sorvi.(ig. of process (2) gl.66 each. . 3 00 
Mileage on both, 270 miles at 25o. 07 50 
Returns (2).. , ..." l 00

By consent Under a Judge's order the 
bill was referred to the Registrar of tho 
Court for taxation. Ho called upon tho 
Sheriff for an affidavit under tho Act re- 
specting Sheriffs -foes, chap;fSli6^|'lj879, 
which was filed on the 10th of MSircK'and 
thereupon tho bill was allowed by tho 
Registrar, loss 2oo. on tho first item, 
namely at §71.75. From this taxation of 
the Registrar appeal is now made, the 
attorney whose name appears upon the 
'back of tho writ boing l;y special legisla- 
tion made responsible to tho Sheriff for 
his fees and mileage or service. 

An Act passed in 1878 had authorized 
the Lieut. -Governor-in-Counoil to estab- 
lish a scale of fees. On tho Ist of Janua- 
ry, 1879, tho now scale so established 
went into operation. 

To the Sheriff it gives infer dta as fol- 
lows: — . " 

"Actual and necessary mileage from 
the Courthouse to the place where service 
of any process, paper or proceeding is 
made, per mile, 25 cents." 

At tho close of this scale, undei" the 
head " Generally," is tho following: — 

" On taxation of mileage, if tho taxing 
officer should be of opinion that the item 
would' hayoij^enpess, by a reasonable 
use of tho m'aili'or of any stage, steamboat 
or train route, he shall only allow ■ tho 
amount that would have been incurred by 
the use of tho mail or such route.". 

Following thisscalooffeesinApril,1879, 
" An Act respecting the fees of Sheriffs, 
Justices of the Peace and Constables, and 
for other purposes," cap. 16, was passed. 

The object of the Act in this Province 
was an u9xbre^^^^ 

litigants^'in"tho" first^'^inslarice 16' forni a 
comparatively definite estimate of what 
tho expenses might be, and secondly to 
secure to the sheriff, an^important public 
pfficqr^ a furi^em^^^ 

actuiilly perfbfmed^'^wiffioW^ the 
country to the oxponae of maintaining him. 
entirely as a salaried officer. ; . . 

After in the first and second sections 
making certain provisions for service in 
cases of omission" or neglect by the sheriff 
to serve, by section 3 it enacts: 

" No mileage shall be taxed or allowed 
for service of any proceeding without an 
affidavit being made and producodjto the 
proper taxing officer, stating the sum ac- 
tually disbursed and paid for such mile- 
age and the name of the party to whom 
such payment has been made. And (ex- 
cept as in first and second sections, pro- 
vided for, &o,,) no fees shall be allowed 
for milcajfo or service of any proceeding 
unless seri'ed, and sworn in the nftidavit 
to have been sei ved, by tho sheriff, his 
deputy or bailiff, being , a > literate person 
(or by the coroner where the sheriff is a 
party to tho suit) nor unless a return of 
sheriff (or coroner as the case may bo) is 
endorsed thereon.". • . . ; . . 

The present casrf doea not' cpnie ^iwithin 
tho first or second sectibiisi biit under the 
third. That section is divided into two 
parts. Ist, as to disbursements paid out 
for mileage; 2ndly, as to fees allowed for 
mileage. The legislatii^e' distinction be- 
tween disbursements and fees in this sec- 
tion is particularly noticeable. Tlio 1st 
provision will bo understood by reference 
to the two first sections, in case of omis- 
sion or neglect by the sheriff to serve. 
The 2ncl by reference to the compensation 
allowed him in the shape of fees for doing 
his duty and serving the process. For 
tho disbursements in the first, an affidavit 
will bo required, showing the actual dis- 
bursements and tho name of the party lo 
whom paid. For the second, that is tho 
fees, when the sheriff has served, the 
affidavit must sliow the service to have 
been performed by an official person, — 
" the sheriff, his deputy or bailiff being a 
literate person," — in which case he will 
get tho fees allowed by the. scale, whether 
exceeding the actu.al disbursemantor not, 
and without atating to ,whoiia"v;pMdirj-l)ut 
his return must be endorsed on the' 'vprit. 
This language is striking. Not oply must 
tho writ havo leen fo served, but it must 
be sworn in tho affidavit to have -been .ao 
served, that is by the! sheriffiHisfdip^^^ or 
bailiff, and not even then shall the fees be 
allowed unless the sherifTs return is en- 
dorsed on the writ. 

Tho 4th or following section makes this 
clear : ' ' Nothing in this Act shall allow 
(perhaps authorized was' the word intend- 
ed) any proceeding to bo served by any 
parly other than the sheriff, his deputy 
or bailiff, which cannot now by law be 
served by some other party." 

Non-bailable process might or may be 
served by any person, official or not. Thi.s 
Act does iiot change that practice, but no 
disbursements or fees shall be allo\yed for 
such service, unless brought within- the 
first and second sections. The object was 
to provide for the. maintenance of this 
public officer, by securing to him thocom- 
pensation arising from the service of pro- 
cess, and it is only when he omitsAor.Vne- 
gloots to serve as pointed out iii'- the ^'Ist 
.and second sections, that the litigant, c&n 
^aiiTi the disbursements incurred in so 
doing. 

Tho sheriffs, deputy sheriffs and bailiffs 
aro well known public officers. The latter 
avo tho ordinary officers of the sheriff and 
aro bound in an obligation with sureties 
for the faithful disehargOi, of . the duties 
which they are appointed tb' perform, or 
they aro special bailiffs appointed by tho 
sheriff merely for the execution of a par- 
ticular writ ab tho instance of the plain- 
tiff, in which case tho sheriff appoints 
them by warrant. The bailiff, however, 
is not tho generally recognized officer . of 
tho sheriff, like the under - sheriff. It is 



from tho warrant and nof 'from" his .ap- 
pointment as a sheriffs officer that" thtr 
bailiff derives his authority to execute. 
Therefore, the act of a regular sheriff's 
bailiff in tho execution of p'rocess is not 
sufficient (.0 fix the sheriff with a liabUty 
for such acts without i)roving the war- 
rant. — Watson on Sheriffs, chap. 3, sec. 
3, pages 39 to 41. Soo also to the same 
effect, Stephen's Commentaries, 2 vol., 
chap. 10, of magistrates and other public 
officers. In Drake vs. Sykes, 7. T. R. 
113, Liird Kenyon says: "Tho under 
sheriff is the general deputy of the high 
sheriff for all purposes, but that is not the 
case with a bailiff." Lawrence J. says: — 
" The bailiff gives a bond to execute such 
warrants as shall be directed to him; when 
a warrant is granted to him he becomes 
tho special officer of the sheriff", and 1 
havo always understood it to be necessary 
to produce the warrant to show that rela- 
tion between them. 

Tomlines' Law Dictionary says : "Sher- 
iffs' bailiffs are such who are servants to 
ahoriffa of counties to execute writti, etc. 
Sheriffs are answerable for misdemeanors 
of their bailiffs and aro to have remedy 
over against them. The latter are there- 
fore usually bound in an obligation for 
tho duo execution of ^ their offices, and 
thence are called bound bailiffs," which the 
common people have corrupted to a more 
humble appellation" (bum bailiffs). 

Aato the facts, Mr. Ballard whosarved 
the summons describes himself as alrea- 
dy stated as "tho agent for tho sheriff." 
. _ Tho sheriff in his affidavit after men- 
tioning ' tho . receipt of the writ from 
Messrs. Drake & Jackson for service on 
defendant, says, paragraph 3, " That I 
delivered the said writ to tho British Col- 
umbia Express Co. for aen'ico, and au- 
thorized their agents' or servants -to serve 
the same. " 

4th. " That Benjamin D. Ballard who 
served the said writ, was a servant of the 
said company, and as such was acting as 
my agent or bailiff in the service thereof. 

5th. That the number of miles actually 
travollud from Now Westminster to effect 
such aorvico was 270. 

Mr. Drake objects — Ist. That the soir- 
vice was not made by tho Sheriff, hiia 
Deputy or Bailiff, 2nd. That it was not 
shown in the affidavit of. service to have 
been served by the Sheriff, his Deputy or 
Bailiff. 3rd. That the return of the 
Sheriff is not endorsed on the writ. 4th. 
That the allowance for mileage must be 
calculated from the nearest court house. 
5th. That the affidavit docs not show that 
tho sheriff, his deputy or ba>Iiff travelled 
the 270 miles or any number of miles. 

Here another important consideration 
cornea in. In his affidavit Mr. Edmonds 
states he is the alieriff of Now West- 
minster, but does not state or show where 
tho writ was sorved or that tho place was 
within his jurisdiction. Nor does the de- 
claration for Mr. Ballard, the;paroon who 
served it, state where it watf'»'B8rySd; nor 
can the place be inferred in any way save 
from the description in the summons and 
the fact that the declaration of service was 
mado before Mr. Foster, J. P., at Clinton. 
If that inference be correct it was in the 
district of Lillooet. That by tho Sheriffs 
Act of 1873 is placed within tho jurisdic- 
tion of the SherifT of Cariboo and is left un- 
touched by ..-the "Sheriffs Act, 1873, 
Amondment_Acti 1878." The sheriff ot 
each district gives security to the Govern- 
mont for the duo performance of his 
duties and has tho power: of appointing 
his deputy and bailiffs within his district 
and requiring security from them. What 
authority had the sheriff of New West- 
minster to appoint a deputy or bailiff in a 
district not within his jurisdictioni By 
defining the districts the Legislature do- 
finod tho area. of his authority,-- and. the 
omisaiori of the^ atatemont where tho writ 
was serredlor^t)^^^^ the sheriff of 

Now Westininstor Tenders it impossible in 
tho taxing officer to exercise tho discretidii 
roc[uirod of them by tho scale. A sheriffs 
bailiff, when properly appointed, may bu 
the sheriff's agent and the sheriff be holti 
roBpoiisible for his act, but a sheriff it agent 
is not necessarily his bailiff. Tho Legis- 
lature has distinctly limited the persona, 
service by whom will entitle, the sheriff ti 
miloago and fees, viz., Vthe sheriff, hit 
deputy or b:iiliff being a literate person.* 
rho sheriff hero does not show that hi 
appointed or that Ballard was his bailiff, 
or that he gave him personally any 
special authority, but on theiqontrory thai 
he authorized "the Express" 'Oo.,' theii 
agents or servants to servo the same.' 
That Ballard was a servant of the sail. 
Company and as such was acting as hi; 
agent or bailiff in tho service thereof, 
but no warrant to tho Express Coinpanj 
or Ballard or any of the servants of th. 
Company is produced or alleged. If Bal- 
lard under the.authorities cited, haddom 
any thing wirdngUhe sheriff :would not havr 
been bound by his actV' The' Logislature 
has said that won't do. Tho rule must 
work both w.ays. If you want the mile- 
age and fees you must, be responsible; il 
you can repudiate thdi^responaibility you 
cannot be entitled to the mileage and 
foes. One or two cases cited in Robin- 
son's Digest of Ontario cases. Part 15, 
Title, Sheriff, page 3d66j have also been 
referred to, coinciding%ith and distinctly 
sustaining the position that the sheriffs, 
there, under simihir circumstances, would 
not be entitled to the mileage and fees, 
but without having the language of the 
Ontario Act or the cases themselves before 
ua tho weight to which those cases would 
otherwise be entitled must depend upon 
the accuracy of the Digest. Mr. Chris- 
topher Robinson's reputation, however, ia 
sufficient to ensure the latter. 

Under the express words of the statute 
and tho law as applicable thereto, Mr. 
Drake's Ist, 2nd and 3rd objections must 
be sustained. Unless^those requisites are 
complied with the ActV is} ; distinct that 
"no fees for mileage or service shall be 
allo'wed," and they havo not been com- 
plied with. It becomes therefore unne- 
cessary to decide the 4th. ..The 6th is 
embraced in the three 'firat;J«,^'"Somo 'ob- 
aervations, however, must be maiie on 
the 4th point. In regulating tho amount 
tho mileage, by the words of tho scale, 
is to be calculated from tho Court-house 
to the place of service. \ Ffom'^ -. what 
Court-house? The affidavits, show, even 
if it wore not a matter of judicial cogniz- 
ance, that thero are Court-houses at New 
Westminster, at Yale, at Lytton, at Clin- 
ton , all on the routp' ip' ■ the;- direction o f 
which the service was to be effected. 
From which is the .calculation to com- 
mence ? Mr. Drake says from Lytton i>r 
Clinton, the neairest. The. Sheriff says 
from New WestminsteriiitHegSfartheat, 
where he resides. That add8'*!206'^ or 250 
miles more of taxable mileage. Tho Gen- 
eral Instructions say the taxing officer is 
to consider whether the "item would not 
havo been less by a reasonable use of the 
mail or of any stage, steamboat or train 
route," and allow accordingly. How can 
he d'j this when it is not stated where the 
service was mado, or from what Court- 
house ? . • 

Fortunately in this case 1 am not called 
u^on as ■ a Judge to make clear that 
wnich the framera of . the scale 
have made obscure. Tho Sheriff ask^ 
for a statutoiy allowance. To entitle him 
to it he must comply with the conditions 
pointed .but by the statute. Hp has not, 



and ia not therefore' entitled to the fees 
for mileage or service allowable under 
the statute. 

It is mo.st desirable that inconsistencies 
in the scale should bo removed by, those 
having the power as soon as possible, oth- 
erwise serious injury may be worked, to 
the people of tho Province. No sano 
mail will attempt to recover a debt if ho 
has to pay for tho attempt three times its 
amount, A caao, singubirly illustrative 
of this absurdity, is on tho records of the 
Court— Lewin vs. Price and Nicholson. 
Tho plaintiff sued for his debt and ob- 
tained judgment against thrs defendants 
for 8201.95. Execution v> !i issued, on 
which $250 was realized by the Sheriff. 
The Sheriff sent in his bill for expenses 
for §1354. 75, which wa3 reduced by taxa- 
tion to §1021.50, credited the plaintiff 
with.the $260, proceeds of the judgnibnt 
and execution arid $75 in cash received 
from him — total $325, and sued him for 
tho balance, SG96. Tho creditor instead 
of resisting, utterly appalled, fled from 
the. Coui^try in , despair. Such a mode of 
realizing on business did not seem to him 
profitable.' No judgment has ever been 
entered up for that §G9C.50. If tho law is 
properly carried out a similar proceeding 
will not occur again.V ■•. 

I cannot say that the sheriffs or minis- 
terial officers of tho Province are greatly to 
be blamed for audi mistakes. Complicated 
statutes aro not easily conatruod, and the 
means of knov,'ledge are not afforded them. 
I shall not therefore allow the costs of 
this review against the sheriff. It ia to be 
regretted that no proviaion has been made 
in this Province for publishing tho judg- 
ments of the Supronie Court. The ex- 
pense would bo but trifling compared 
with tho benefits conferred. Tho public 
would then see tho errors of legislation 
and know how the ovils affecting their in- 
terests in the daily affairs of life might be 
removed. Business relations and trans- 
actions in a commercial community aro as 
important as political considerations. In' 
every Stato of tlio Union, in every Pro- 
vince of tho Dominion, except in British 
Columbia, proviaion is mado for that pur- 
pose; but hero decisions affecting tho taxa- 
tion of the citizens, tho rights of property 
and persons, estates of the living and the 
dead, the liberties and privileges of the 
whole community, after tho most elabor- 
ate preparation, aro never hoard or known 
beyond tl; o one or two counsel engaged 
in the argument. Tho public at largo 
have no knowledge how their civil rights 
a,re disposed of in tho Courts; property is 
taken away, damages lessened or increas- 
ed, marriages annulled or dissolved, 
heavy costs and charges imposed. No 
ono knows or asks the reason why. Con- 
tinue such darkness, and instead of merely 
two additional judges for the Mainland 
there ouglit to be ono at least for every 
two families in the Province. « 

Let the taxation be reviowod and the 
fees for mileage and service struck off, but 
without costs. , ■

For several days liefore the arrival 
of the crisis, the Seine became the 
"great attraction" for all the unoccu- 
pied people of this region, the quays on 
both sides of the river being crowded 
from daylight to dark, and the eager 
fiight-seekers being only kept from sta- 
tioning themselves on the bridges by 
detachments of policomen. The utmost 
exertions of all coucerned were unable 
to clear the quays of merchandise, 
boats, baths, wasbing-alieds, kc, before 
tho ice from -the country was borne 
into the town; a hideous mass of de- 
tritus of all kinds — ti'ees, barrels, 
chests, spars, keels and deck of boats 
of every size and calling, linen, cloth- 
ing, chimneys of littlo steamers, every- 
thing in short that tho huge blocks, of 
ice had crushed and gathered up on 
their way, along the line of the river. 

Out in tho country, where it was, 
of course, impossible to adopt^any pre- 
cautionary measures, the arrival of tlie 
ice-floe at any given point sent; inas.ses 
of ice and debris oi ali kinds flying over 
tho river banks, bombarding the fields 
and roads with deafening roar. Woe to 
to any unluckv boat imprudent enough 
to ascend the Seine while tlio floe was 
descending! Eye-witnesses of these 
scenes declare that they sur- 
passed, in horror, everything tliey 
had ever seen or imagined. Hero a 
party of peasant-women, washing their 
linen at a spot from which the ice had 
been broken away overtaken by tlie 
floe, some six or seven yards high, be- 
fore they had time to gather up their 
washing and implements, all wore 
caught and carried away by the floe 
buried under the ice and lost sight of, 
without there being any possibility of 
rendering them any help; there, a flat 
steamer plying between Havre and the 
capital, met by the floe^'waa doubled 
up and crushed to atoms instaneously 
as though it had bpen a nutshell, boat, 
cargo, crew s'int down into tha raging 
stream under the ice, the enormous 
blocks heaping themselves over it like 
beasts of prey, and tho frightful tragedy 
being over in the course of a' few 
seconds, almost before the hapless vic- 
tims of the pitiless forces of nature had 
time to shriek forth their harrowing 
appeal for the aid which no human 
power could have given them. A mo 
mont afterwardsj as the floe swept on,- 
heaping up the blocks of ice before it, 
with a roar like a cannonade, Pothin{; 
but the ice covered stream was visibh 
to the eyes of the horrified spectatort 
on tho banks. , 

Fifteen hundred barrels of iivine wen 
counted, as they went by, at a certaii 
point of the Seine in tlie course of a 
MVf hours; with, wreckage, as'2)revious 
ly remarked, of every kind of descrip 
lion, all of which is floated down toth 
•sea, it being utterly impossible to rca 
cue anything whatever from the gras| 
jf-the flo-, notwithstianding tliejiroinj - 
citude with which the sharp and frugii 
French peasants would fain have takei 
poBBPsaion of these tempting and valuii 
bio waifs. Similar scenes have occur 
red on many of the rivers of Franci- 
while on others the thaw has beei 
■aflected without accident or danger.

A BYLAW 

TO FURTHER AMEND THE POOMO BY* 
LAW, 1878. 

WHEEEAS it is es^edimigMfitriher 
amend the City Pound .ByW^SlP^f* 

BE IT ENACTED BY THIS MAYOR 
and Councillors of tho City of Victoria 
as follows: — 

Notwithstanding anything contained in 
the Victoria City Pound Bylaw, 1878, it 
shall be lawful for the Mayor and Coun- 
cil, by such person as they shall by reso- 
lution appoint, upon the application of 
any person residing within the . City of 
Victoria and owning or keeping within 
tho limits of tho said City a dog or dogs, 
to issue to such person a license entitling 
aucli pejraon to pennit his dog or dogs to 
run at large within tho limits of the-City 
of Victoria aforesaid. Such license shall be 
granted so as to terminate on the thirty- 
lirst day of Docember in each and every 
year, and shall be issued to such person 
on payment by him of tho,- sum of -.two 
dollars. " ' ' ,~ ' : 

2. It shall bo the duty of tho Collector, 
or other officer or servant of the Corpora- 
tion duly authorized by resolution for 
that purpose, on issuing tho said license 
to register in a book to be kept for that 
purpose a description of tho dog in re- 
spect of which such license shall be grant- 
ed and tho name of the person to whom 
such license shall be delivered. And the 
officer or servant of the Corporation issu- 
ing such licenso shall at tho same time 
deH\er to the applicant therefor a metal 
badge or tag stamped with the year in 
whichsuch badge or tag shall be issued&nd a 
number corresponding with tho numl>er 
of tho record of the issue of tho license 
issued ill respect of such dog.

4. No dog shall be poi-mitted to go at 
largo in tho City of Victoria unless such 
dog shall wear a metal badge or tag to bo 
used under tho provisions of this Bylaw, 
and in case any dog shall bo found loose 
or going at largo as aforesaid contrary to 
the provisions of this Bylaw tho owner or 
keeper of such dog shall forfeit and pay a 
fine or penalty of not more than twenty 
dollars, to bo recovered in tho inatuiei: 
provided for in tho tenth section of. "The 
Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 1879." • 

And notwithstanding the imposition of 
any fine under tho provisions of this By- 
law, such dog shall bo liable to be im- 
pounded and dealt with in all respects in 
the same manner^as if this Bylaw hadnot 
been passed. 

5. On complaint being made to the 
Collector of Taxes of the City of Victoria 
of any dog kept within the City limits 
habitually disturl^iug tho C[uiet of any 
porsgnsop-pewpns 

ing or^lioWlinKl'^^rljn'd^^^ safety 
of any person by biting or otherwise, tho 
Collector of Taxes on such complaint shall 
issue or cause to bo issued notice of such 
complaint to the owner or person keeping 
such dog- and shall cause such person to 
remove or destroy such dog within three 
days after tho service of such notice upon 
such pei-son. And if any person upon 
whom any such notice shall bo served asi 
aforesaid shall neglect to remove or dft- 
-itroy such dog within tho period limitod 
in such notice, ho shall incur a penalty 
not exceeding the sum of twenty dollnrs, 
to bo recovered by- way of summary pro- 
ceedings' before any Justice of tho Peace 
having jurisdiction within the City limits, 
md payment of any fine imposed under 
he provisions of this section may be en- 
forced in the manner provided in th« tenth 
joction of "The Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 
i879." " - 

Provided always that such Ju/kice of 
he Peace shall bo satistied by proper evi- 
lence tha*- ouoh dopr had in manner aforo- 
iaiJ habitually disturbed the quiet of any 
)erson or persons in the City or had en- 
langered the safety of any ^orsfm or port- 
ions in tlio said City by bitmg '/or otner- 
A'ise.
